This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). However, this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1.821 through 
1.825 for the reason(s): This application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. § 1.821(d). The application refers to 
sequences without the use of the correct identifier. For example, at page 110, Figures 1 A-l, 1A-2, IB, 2A, 2B, etc, the application 
sets forth sequences without sequence identifiers. Other parts of the application have the same problem. Applicants must carefully 
review the entire application to identify and properly label each sequence that is referred to within the application, including drawings. 
Note: Figure IB sets forth 16 sequences. Sequences in drawings can be identified with a SEQ ID NO: in the Brief Description of the 
Drawings for the figure or be present in the figure itself. Because one or more sequences are referred to in the specification that are 
not present in the Sequence Listing, then a new Sequence Listing, a new CRF diskette containing the Sequence Listing and a new 
statement that the two are the same and includes no new matter must be submitted in order to fully comply with the Sequence Rules. 

Applicant is given ONE MONTH, or THIRTY DAYS, whichever is longer, from the mailing date of this letter within which to 
comply with the sequence rules, 37 CFR 1 .82 1 - 1 .825. Failure to comply with these requirements will result in ABANDONMENT of 
the application under 37 CFR 1 .82 1(g). Extensions of time may be obtained by filing a petition accompanied by the extension fee 
under the provisions of 37 CFR 1.136(a). In no case may an applicant extend the period for reply beyond the SIX MONTH statutory 
period. Direct the reply to the undersigned. Applicant is requested to return a copy of the attached Notice to Comply with the reply. 

Also, it should be noted that the Brief Description of the Drawings do not correspond with the drawings. For example, Figures 1 A- IF 
in the brief description refer to expression of Osterix mRNA in skeletal cells. These figures are not the figures filed in the instant case. 
The figures that correspond to Figure 1 that are filed are Figures 1A-1, 1A-2, and IB, each of which does not fit the description of the 
brief description of Figure 1. This problem should also be addressed because several of the figures that are misidentified also have 
sequences.
